Now, subject to sharcholcery 
approv=i, tho world famous alr- 
craft firm of de Havillands will 
mo.g2 with the Hawker Sidde~ 
ley Group, It will be the biggest 
Industrial merger in Britnin 
dines the Austin-Morris marri- 
age of 1952.. Together, the two 
giants will form the lergest alr 
chaft combine in the world out- 
oie the United States 

The merger will be a milestone 
In the history of aviation, but, 
ke co many breaks with, tradi- 
tlon, it will be tiated with sad- 
ness. For after years of triumph 
and tragedy, de Hevillands, 
makers of the Comet airlincr, 
will twve-lost their struggle to 
remain independent, 

The remance of de Havillancds 
ig tha story of an amazing 
family and cf one man’s un- 
thakeable faith In the future of 
rvintion. At tho dawn of the air 
nge, Captain Sir Geoffrey de 
Havitiond dresmed of tuilding 
the finest aircraft in the world. 
And after sct-backs which would 
have brokzn many men he built 
up am wincralt enterprise second 
to none in Britain. 

Few visionaries have roid 
such a heavy price for euccess, 
Ho lost two sons in his own 
aircraft. The early Comet dis- 
asttrs rhook the world's con- 
fidenee in the first jet airliner. 
Bur de Havilland never to-t his 
mith. 


FIRST PLANE 


Geoftrey, de Havilland was 
bern In ,1882 at Orux Easton, 
Hampshire, and ofter gracuating 
{rem the Crystal Paloce En- 
ginvering School ho built his first 
plane, He was then 20.. He cs- 
sembied it on the North Hamp- 
shire Downs, started the engine 
and attempted to get his machine 
off the ground, The film alr= 
oraft. rushed downhill for 40 
yards, flipped into a steep climb 
—and erembled up. 

But within two years de Haovil- 
land was flying safety for several 
minutes at a time and after the 
war he had his own company 
“works"—two wooden huts at 
Stag Lane Acrodrame near Lon- 
don's Bdgware Road. His only 
orders were for two DH18 “air 
Imers” which would ocrry elgat 
people cach allow ‘the 
passengers “to move about in 
flight” 

This was a sensational deve- 
lopment, and: those two aircraft 
were followed by a whole series 
of new designs ..:. the Tiger 
Moth in’ which Amy Johncon 
mite her historic solo flight 
from London to Austra in 1930 
... the twin-engined racing 
monoplme,. the Comet, which 
won the England-Australia oir 
race in 1934... ‘the Mosquito 
which came to dominate the war 
over Europe in World War 11. 


DELIBERATE WRECK’ 


Unlike many alrcraft deslgn- 
ers, Sir Geoffrvyy wes never oo 
“penguin.” As a young man he 
proferrod to test his own mach- 
ines. Thirty years ago he took 
up a @2 Havilland Moth fitted 
with the Hancley Page automatle 
wing slot and a specticl under- 
eorriaze, deliberately crashed it 
trom o height of - 200!t. and 
stepped unharmed from the 
wreckage,
